TEST OF A NATION 

■ "The mood and temper of the public In regard 
to the treatment of crime and criminals la one 
of the most unfailing tests of any country," gald 
Winston Churchill SO years ago. Recalling those 
words. Arthur J. Ooldberg, associate Justice of 
the United States supreme court, Is testing the 
American public's mood and temper. Is It ready 
for a major effort to make a fact of "equal Jus- 
tice for tlie rich and poor alike"? 

This la "one of the few. areas where our coun- 
try follows rather than leads." said Mr. Justice 
Qoldberg to audiences at Brandels university and 
the New York university school of law. He not 
only described familiar examples of discrimina- 
tion against the poor but urged consideration of 
broad new government responsibility going be- 
yond the needs of the Indigent. 1

We agree. To raise but one question, "what 
happens to private Insurance against theft If 
the government, ln'^ffect, provides It? 

■But debate over the means of Improving crim- 
inal Justice docs not. mean Ignoring the goal of 
fairness of which Mr. Justice Goldberg urgently 
reminds us. As he said, "Awareness of a problem 
Is the first and most Important step toward so- 
lution." We trust tho mood and temper of thf 
public is to move ahead In this field even as In 
the presently more publicized one.of rmte — Chrls-
